Protocol Will Be Sent to 
Bolivia and Paraguay 
Immediately. 


FORMER’S DELAYED 
REPLY IS RECEIVED 


Envoys of Both Countries At- 
tend; Ratification by 
Saturday Seen. 


(Associated Press.) 

An agreement on the general terms 
of a special protocol to govern the Pan- 
American Arbitration Conference's ef- 
forts to concillate the Bolivian-Para- 
guayan dispute was reached yesterday 
by the special committee on this ques- 
tion. The Bolivian and Paraguayan 
representatives attended the committee, 
session. 

The committee met shortly after the 
Bolivian Legation here had received 
from its home government a reply to 4 
questionnaire addressed to Bolivia last 
week by the special committee. 

The questionnaire sought informa- 
tion as to that government’s attitude 
on certain phases of the proposed con- 
ciliation proceedings, and the legation 
yesterday said the tone of the reply 
was “favorable.” 


Judges to be Appointed, 


At the committee meeting Dr. Victor 
Maurtua, of Peru, chairman of the spe- 
cial committee; Minister Dieta de Me- 
dina, of Bolivia, and Eligio Ayala, Para- 
guayan delegate to the conference, 
were instructed to draft the text of 
the concillation protocol. 

This will be transmitted to the two 
intereste@ governments for their ap- 
proval, after which it will be reported 
to a plenary session of the arbitration 
conference for that group to take action 
and appoint the judges of the conclili- 
ation tribunal. 

Agreement as to the general purpose 
of the proteto] was quickly reached by 
the special committee after considering 
the replies of both Bolivia and Para- 
guay to the questionnaires which re- 
quested a definition of the controversy 
and the make-up of the proposed con- 
cillation tribunal.

Seattle, Wash., Dec. 25 (A.P ).—Two | 
disabled ships with crews of 39 men 
were In danger in the North Pacific in 
a heavy gale and snowstorm tonight. 

Sixtee- men aboard the Seattle tug 
Roosevelt faced a new fight for life 
when the line with which their ship 
was being towed by the halibut boat 
Attu snapped before the two vessels 
cleared the danger zone off Wessels 
reef, in the Gulf of Alaska. The Roose- 
vel® had been disabled while attempt- 
ing to tow the disabled steamer Starr 
to Seattle. 

With the tug Roosevelt drifting 
steadily toward the reef, anchor drag- 
ging, the halibut boat had averted dis- 
aster by vetting a line aboard the tug 
early today. Meanwhile the Starr was 
holding its anchorage in 60 fathoms of 
water and the steamer Northwestern 
Was standing by. 

“Roosevelt has set aft salls trying to 
head into sea by drifting before wind,” 
said a wireless message to Coast Guard | 
headquarters here. The Attu was 
standing by and“making a new attempt 
to take the Roosevelt in tow, the mes- 
sage added. 

The same message said the condition 
of the Starr also was “uncertain.” The 
Starr has 23 men aboard. 

The Coast Guard cutter Unalga, 
speeding from Juneau to the scene, 
was reported today off Cape Spencer, 
normally a sixteen-hour run to the 
stricken vessel, but probably a longer 
one because of the heavy seas, 

The sea drama began nearly two 
weeks. ago when the Starr struck a 
reef off Dark Island, western Alaska. 

The Starr was towed to Seward by 
the steamer Alameda and the tug 
Roosevelt was sent north from Seattle 
last week to bring the Starr to Seattle.

must arrange for the pay- 
ment of her $4,000,000,000 war debt to 
the American taxpayers as a prerequl- 
site to any effective program of finan- 
cial assistance from the United States 
in solving the reparations problem. 
The bulk figures, given without ref- 
erence to the Franco-American debt 
agreement of April 26 1926, must be 
put on the road to liquidation by 
France before August 1 next or the 
United States will steer clear of any 
plan directly or indirectly involving 
French ¢redit. In short, real pressure 
is to be applied to the French debt 
situation before that date. 

These facts, it now develops, have 
become emphasized in connection with 
the coming American participation in 
the European reparations problem, 
which participation through unoffi- 
Clal experts is to become a feature of 
the early days of the new year. 

The French government’s refusal to 
ratify the debt agreement with Amer- 
ica, and the continued use by France 
of American taxpayers’ money to 
strengthen her armaments and keep 
the nation on a war-strength basis, 
have made it admittedly impossible 
for the United States Government to 
sanction new floods of American 
money into the European reparatioos 
pot. 

To open up the flood gates to Amer- 
ican capital so that German repara- 
tions bonds can be absorbed in huge 
quantities in the United States will 
be neither practical nor possible, it is 
realized, until France recognizes her 
solemn obligation to pay Americans 
the money she borrowed, and gives 
some assurance that Americans are not 
to be maneuvered into advance financ- 
ing of the next European war. 

No suggested program by the experts 
would be satisfactory to the United 
States Government unless proper safe- 
guards are to be forthcoming with re- 
spect to the use to be made of new 
floods of American money in Europe. 

No approval by the American Con- 
gress could be obtained, it is explained, 
to any form of readjustment of Ameri- 
ca’s relationship to the reparations 
problem until the implied French re- 
pudiation of her debt to America 1s 
eliminated. 

Congress will in all probability have 
to ultimately deal with the situation 
though the initial negotiations by the 
commission of experts will be without 
supervision of the Congress. 

It is not improbable, however, that 
Congress will closely watch the progress 
of the negotiations and take steps to 
nip in the bud any attempt to further 
commit American taxpayers in advance 
of a settlement by France. 

This does not mean that the execu- 
tive branch of the government is not 
going to press for settlement of the 
French debt irrespective of any action 
by Congress. 

The Coolidge administration and the 
incoming Hoover administration will 
have a trump card to play in forcing 
the French Government to recognize its 
obligations and arrange for settlement 
of the debt. | 

In addition to the indirect pres- 
sure upon France which will be a con- 
stant factor in the plan to have Ameri- 
can capital finance the ‘reparations 
adjustment there is to be applied 
the direct pressure incident to $400,- 
000,000 worth of the French Govern- 
ment 10-year 5 per cent bonds which 
become due and payable on the first 
of August next. _ .

Rescuers Save 37 Patients; | 


Mother Carries Out Her 
Baby, 2 Days Old. 


TAKES BOY OF 4 ALONG 


Hull, Quebec, Dec. 25 ‘A.P.).—A nun 
lost her life and 37 patients, many of 
them mothers with bables only a few 
hours old, were carried to safety when 
fire swept the central bullding of the 
Sacred Heart Hospital here early today. 

The nun, Sister Cecile, 22, died sev- 
eral hours after the fire from burns 
receivedi when her clothes were ignited 
as she was fighting the blaze with a 
hand extinguisher. Sister Cecile was 
formerly Miss M. Crevier, of Cartier- 
ville, Quebec. 

One of the other heroines of the fire 
was Mrs. Joseph Lorento, 21, of Hull, 
who carried her 2-day-old baby and 
a 4-year-old boy down three filghts of 
a fire escape to safety. Her doctor said 
he did not believe she would suffer any 
ill effects from the experience. 

The fire was discovered in a laundry 
chute by one of the sisters who was 
returning from the midnight Christ- 
mas mass in the hospital chapel. Sis- 
ter Cecile seized a fire extinguisher 
as other nuns ran to warn the nurses 
on the different floors Her clothing 
caught fire and she was burned fatally 
before her flaming clothes could be 
extinguished. 

Fire Capt. Leblanc, of the Hull 
brigade, was overcome by smoke, but 
his condition is not serious. 

Most of the patients, who received 


shelter in adjoining homes from the 
snow and cold. were later taken to the 
Water Street Hospital in Ottawa. The 


loss was estimated at $75,000.

DRUNKENNESS HELD 
INGREASING RAPIDLY 


Moderation League’s Survey 
Shows Alarming Leap in 
Arrests Since 1919. 


DRINKING BY YOUNG CITED 


Arrests for drunkenness in the United 
States have increased 238 per cent 
since the adoption of prohibition, ac- 
cording to a survey made by the Mod- 
eration League, the results of which 
were made public yesterday. 

Figures supplied from the police rec- 


ords of 388 cities show that the total 
number of arrests for intoxication in 
those places jumped from 235,612 in 
1920 to 557,369 in 1927. The survey also 
brings out the fact that while such 
arrests showed a steady and marked 
decline over a period of years before 
prohibition, dropping more than 50 
per cont from 1914 to 1918, since the 
passing of the amendment the number 
has increased every year. 

The report of the league, whose an- 
nounced aim is “the restoration of 
temperance,” declares that “the Vol- 
stead act has failed utterly to do what 
it was intended to do, namely, promote 
temperance and sobriety,” declares that 
it can never hope to accomplish its 
purpose, and advocates the establish- 
ment of a restrictive system of liquor 
selling as the way to bring about the 
greatest degree of temperance. 

The figures for New York City show 
& progressive decline in intoxication 
arrests from the peak of 1903, with 
53,396, to 1919, when the low point of 
6,855 was reached. After that date 
the decline stopped, and the figures 
rose to more than 10,000 last year. 

The tncrease of drunkenness in New 
York since prohibition has beea far 
less than in the country as a wholes. 
Birmingham, Ala., and Atlanta, Ga., 
showed increases of over 600 per cent. 
New York has a lower number of ar- 
rests per capita than the other large 
cities of the country, it was brought 
out. 

The figures jumped much higher 
after prohibition, compared to 1914, in 
the States that were dry before the 
passage of the amendment than in 
those where the saloon flourished. The 
figures from 268 police reports in the 
pre-Volstead “‘wet” States are 424,295 in 
1914, against 423,042 in 1927. One hun- 
dred and twenty cities in States that 
had dry laws before the passage of the 
eighteenth amendment showed an in- 
crease from 106,072 in 1914 to 134,327 
in 1927. 

The aspect of the situation which 
the league finds most alarming is the 
increase in drinking among minors, 
which it says “has been reported in the

WILL BE HERE WEEK 
BEFORE FLORIDA TRIP 


Change in Plans Is Made 
Amidst Christmas Day 
Gaiety on Utah. 


Aboard U. S. 8S. Utah, Dec. 25 (AP.), 
President-elect Herbert Hoover has 
changed his plans and will proceed di- 
rectly to Washington upon returning 
from hie South American tour. This 
announcement was made today in the 
midst of Christmas celebrations on 
board the battleship Utah which now 
is cruising northward. 

Under the revised schedule the bate- 
tleship will head for Hampton Roads, 
Va., where it is expected to arrive Jane 
uary 6. The Hoover party then will 
disembark and proceed to the Capital 
City. Mr. Hoover probably will remain 
in Washington for a week or ten days 
attending to matters awaiting his ate- 
tention. After that he will go to Flor- 
ida, as originally planned. 

Changes Rejoices Crew. 

This change tn schedule was hailed 
with joy by members of the Hoover 
party as well as the officers and crew 
of the battleship, as it had been ex- 
pected that Mr. Hoover would land in 
Florida and remain in that State until 
almost time for his inauguration. 

Hampton Roads is the Utah’s base, 
and it now will be possible for its of- 
ficers and crew to pay brief visits to 
their families before leaving on a three- 
month practice cruise to Panama. The 
revised plans also will enable the Presi- 
dent-elect personally to attend to his 
affairs in Washington rather than to 
attempt to execute their direction from 
a winter home in Florida. Whether a, 
trip will be mede to Cuba and Mexico 
before the inauguration is expected to 
be decided. after Mr. Hoover reaches 
Washington. 


Greeted by Coolldge. 


President Coolidge and the President» 
elect today exchanged Christmas greet- 
ings via radio, as did the first lady and 
the first lady to be. Mr. Hoover aiso 
received a number of other messages 
from members of the Cabinet and per- 
sonal friends from all parts of the 
world 

A number of the radio dispatches 
were from presidents of the South 
American republics recéntly visited, to 
whom he likewise had sent the Season’s 
greetings. 

The battieship was gaily decorated for 
the Christmas season. Evergreens from 
the Brazillian tropics—substituting for 
the holly and mistletoe of Northern 
climes—were strung between the big 
turret guns and at other places on 
the ship. An imitation fireplace to 
provide an entrance for Santa Claus 
also had been erected on the quarter- 
deck and along with the greens formed 
the settmg for the Hoovers’ Christe 
mas dinner.

After Hall was shot Cooney surren- 
dered, but not until he had been fired 
at twice by Ornes.

“There is no better definition of law 
than that it is such ordering of the so- 
cial relations as is upheld by the gen- 
eral will. Laws are not made by legis- 

latures or by courts except in 
| save in so far as the general will ac- 
cepts them.

Discusses Scholar’s Problems, 


Discussing the problems of the 
scholer, who, he says, “is gradually 
coming into his own in contemporary 
democratic society,” Dr. Butler refers 
to the standards of success which the 
industrial expansion of the last cen- 
tury developed: 

“Money and its possession were 
identified with wealth, and zeal in 
pursuit of money became the most 
prevalent of infectious socia) diseases. 
The scholar, the poet, the artist, all 
of whom deal with realities and per- 
manences rather than with the fleeting 
and the casual, were looked upon as 
unpractical, as dreamers, as idealists, 
that being the term universally appied 
by those who have no ideas to their 
fellows who are richer and more 
fortunate.” 

The report states that for sore time 
past a change has been taking place, 
and that today “something approaching 
ordered and scientific knowledge is be- 
ing provided as a foundation for mod- 
ern industry, modern transportation, 
and modern finance.” 

Dr. Butler avers, however, that “the 
American people have yet a long way 
to go before they even comprehend to 
the full the problems and ideals of 
democracy, much less solve the one 
and reach the other. Followers of the 
economic theory of the interpretation 
of human history conveniently overlook 
the ayy ae and demoralizing influ- 
ence of7unrelieved prosperity and of 
that contentment which leads to self- 
satisfaction and cynical unconcern for 
the needs and longings of others. Noth- 
ing so blinds the eyes to a great prin- 
ciple as a bulging pocketbook.”

A great deal of other testimony in- 
volving him in confessions of sabotage 
are included, as well as many redlo- 
grams and cables to prove that Jahnke 
had orders from Berlin to carry on 
sabotage in neutral countries. They 
yoke the latter with Charlies Wunen- 
berg, who was imprisoned by ,the 
United States before it entered the 
war. 

Affidavits by Mrs. Anna Novak and 
her mother, Mrs. Anna Rushnak, with 
whom Kristoff had been living in 
Bayonne, N. J., cover his confession. 
Mrs. Rushnak is quoted as follows: 

“Early in the morning, ae few hours 
after the explosion at Black Tom, 
Michael Kristoff returned to my home 
* * * and I had a conversation with 
him at that time. He was in a very 
excited condition and he told me at 
that time that he had helped to blow 
up Black Tom.” 

Jim Larkin, who was deported from 
this country after being pardoned from 
Sing Sing by Gov. Al Smith, is refer- 
red to in the brief as “a well-known 
labor agitator.” He had been sentenced 
to five years for criminal anarchy in 
1920 but was pardoned after serving 
two. 

Evidence From Scotland Yard. 


Lehigh Valley Railroad lawyers have 
procured evidence from Casimir Palmer, 
former Scotland Yard operative, who 
worked on counteresplonage here dur- 
ing the war, that Palmer’s agents heard 
leaders in Chicago I. W. W. headquar- 
ters openly boasting that Larkin had 
worked with the German spies who 
blew up Black Tom. 

Affidavits are submitted that the 
Irish agitator left Chicago on July 27, 
1916, for New York and remained here 
until ten days after the blast. Palmer’s 
evidence places him in touch with the 
German rendezvous at 123 West Fif- 
teenth street while on his visit here 
and in communication with known 
German secret agents. Much testimony 
deals with this house and the men who 
frequented it, including Capt. von 
Papen and Capt, Boy-Ed, the German 
military and naval attaches, as well as 
Capt. Joseph von Bruck, German re- 
serve officer, who is accused of having 
had bombs in his possession. 

It also deals with the conviction and 
sentence of Fritz Kolb, Hans Schwartz 
and Jean Humbert on April 12, 1917, for

Of Count von Bernstorff, the brief says: 
“There is too much evidence that he 
has deliberately falsified facts from 
time to time and has framed his state- 
ments to meet whatever the needs of 
his government for the particular mo- 
ment happened to be.” Quotations show 
discrepancies in his statements regard- 
ing sabotage. 


Evidence of destroyed documents is 
seen in a letter from Von Bernstorff to 
Chancellor von Bethmann-Hollweg, 
dated August 26 1916, and referring to 
“the destruction of all comproinising 
documents, ordered by your excellency.”’ 

The tribunal considering the case 
consists of Chandler P. Anderson, for 
the United States, and Wilhelm Kies- 
selbach, for Germany. Judge E. B. Bar- 
ker is umpire of the commission, which 
meets in Washington. D. C. Kiessel- 
bach, now in Germany. is expected to 
return next month, and no decision 
will be given until then. Meanwhile 
the case still is open.

AS KING IMPROVES 


Empire Joins Royal Family in 
Feelings of Joy; Wales 
Talks Over Radio. 


MAKES PLEA FOR MINERS 


London, Dec: 25 (A.P.).—Christmas 
proved a good day for King George in 
his progress toward recovery and a 
happy day for his united family which 
rejoiced with the nation in the con- 
tinued tmprovement of the sovereign 

The bulletin of the physicians at 
Buckingham Palace tonight gave to 
the public the cheerful news that the 
Toyal patient had passed a restful day 
and shown improvement in the local 
condition of the diseased lung. Main- 
tenance of strength was also reported, 
indicating that the general condition 
of the king was at least holding its 
©wnm despite the long siege of illness. 

e brief bulletin, the only one of 
the day, said, “the king has passed a 
quiet day. The local condition is im- 
proving and the strength is main- 
tained. The next bulletin will be is- 
sued tomorrow evening.” 

It was signed by his majesty’s regu- 
lar physicians, Sir Stanley Hewett, Lord 
Dawson of Penn, and by his surgeon, 
Sir Hugh Rigby. Newspapers were not 
published today, nor will they be on 
“Boxing Day,” tomorrow. The bulletin 
Was therefore posted in the windows of 
postoffices in all towns having tele- 
~ ®raph stations. It was also broadcast 
by radio. 

' All members of the royal family, ex- 

cept two sisters of the king, Queen 
Maud of Norway, and the Princess 
Royal, were at the palace today par- 
ticipating in the homely family pleas- 
ures incident to the season. They at- 
tended divine service this morning and 
* then all lunched together, with the 
exception of the Prince of Wales. 

The heir to the British throne left 
the palace to make an appeal by radio 
in behalf of the unemployed, who are 
suffering distress as the result of the 
closing of the mines, 

Tonight Queen Mary, with her four 
Sons, her daughter and the Duchess 
of York, attended a dinner party which 
fittingly ended the day with quiet do- 
mestic conviviality. 


Queen Visits Sickroom. 


The last Christmas that the royal 
family had passed together at Bucking- 
ham Palace they had had the late 
President Wilson as their guest. This 
Was ten years ago, when the American 
Executive was on a state visit to Lon- 
don. 

Besides the sons and daughters there 
was another important guest at the 
royal dinner party. This was Sir Stan- 
ley Hewett, the faithful physician, who 
has been in close attendance on the 
king since the iliness developed, more 
than six weeks ago. Except for short 
intervals, he has been at the palace day 
end night for weeks, and he again 
Stayed over tonight. 

During the day Queen Mary and her 
ghildren paid brief visits to the sick- 
Toom and saw his majesty. It was a 
very quiet Christmas, indeed, but there 
Was an alr of happiness and relief 
throughout the palace as the result of 
the assurance that the king has been 
improving. 

London’s Day Subdued. 

Mindful of the sick king in Bucking- 
ham Palace, London celebrated Christ- 
mas in a subdued spirit today which, 
though lacking in external gaiety, was 
perhaps no less sincerely happy.

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TREATY STANDS THE TEST. 


Try as they will, the opponents of the 
Kellogg treaty can not suggest a con- 
vincing reason why it should not be rati- 
fied by the United States and all other 
nations. They intimate that they have 
discovered fatal flaws in the treaty ou 
in the understandings expressed in the 
notes of certain governments. As to the 
treaty itself, these critics assert that it 
is worthless because it does not bind a 
nation to forego war if that nation claims 
that it must fight in self-defense. But 
the critics forget that this treaty is ulti- 
mately to bind all nations to forego war 
and to seek adjustment of difficulties by 
pacific means. 

If the nations really desire peace they 
will adhere to the treaty, because no na- 
tion can violate it without advertising to 
the world that it is an aggressor. An 
aggressor would discover that the nation 


it attacked was free to defend itself. Noy 


doubt world opinion would operate power- 

fully to condemn the aggressor, to the 
extent that it would not only find itself 
without allies, but would probably en- 
counter insuperable obstacles in trying 
to borrow money or to obtain war ma- 
terials. While the treaty does not re- 
quire the nations to combine against an 
aggressor, the mobilization of world 
opinion against it would tend to bring 
about such a combination. 

One of the bugaboos put forth by oppo- 
nents of the Kellogg treaty is the para- 
graph in the British note stating that 
there are certain regions in the world 
which will be protected against attack by 
the British empire as a measure of self- 
defense. The critics hold that the Kel- 
logg treaty, with this understaning at- 
tached, in reality becomes a solemn 
sanction for any war waged by the 
British empire under the pretense of self- 
defense. But again the critics overlook 
a vital fact—the fact that the British 
empige renounces war and undertakes to 
adjust all differences by peaceful means. 
It-ean not attack any other party to the 
treaty without becoming an aggressor. 
If other nations are bound by the same 
obligation, they will not attack any 
regions in the world, whether these 
regions are under the protection of Great 
Britain or not. Britain’s right of self- 
defense is not enlarged by the treaty. 
The right exists now, before the treaty 
is effective, and no human ingénuity can 
twist the treaty into an authorization for 
making war upon a nation that has not 
violated the treaty. 

It is because the right of self-defense 
is unaffected by the Kellogg treaty that 
it is unnecessary to make a self-defense 
reservation. With all parties observing 
the treaty there is no war, and no neces- 

y sity for exercising the right of self- 
' defense. The innocent party injured by 
' violation of the treaty is released from 
his pledge to renounce war. He is free 
to carry the war to the bitter end in 
his own defense. 
The more the Kellogg treaty is studied 
_ the more it becomes apparent that no 
'. onecan bring forth a reason why the na- 
tions should not mutually renounce war.

The average man learns 
and utilizes no larger vocabulary than will 
suffice to make himself fairly intelligible to 
his. néighbors. If one word can be used to 
express a dozen meanings, that word will be 
preferred to the dozen phrases that otherwise 
‘would have to be kept on call. Still, it might 
‘not be a bad idea to have Dr. Johnson pre- 
pare a few specimen substitutes, so that they 
will be available when and if needed. 


DISTRICT LEGISLATION. 


Congressional leaders have made it plain 
that little time will be given to legislation for 
the District of Columbia at the present ses- 
sion. The District appropriation bill will be 
passed and attention will be given to other 
measures which are ready for approval of 
Congress without extensive delays. But there 
is no hope of enacting controversial District 
legislation at the short session. 

The District subcommittee of the House 


appropriations committee will begin hearings | 


on the local appropriations bill on January 3, 
according to present arrangements. The $39,- 
935,622 budget approved by the Budget Bu- 
reau will need little alteration because the 
Commissioners trimmed their estimates as low 
as possible if the present standard of govern- 
ment is to be maintained. However, one ad- 
dition should be made to provide the promised 
salary increases to employes of the District. 
Congress recognized the fact that District em- 
ployes were not receiving the salaries to which 
they were entitled by their efficiency ratings 
by providing $170,000 to raise salaries of half 
of them at the last session. In all fairness an 
equal sum should be appropriated in the pres- 
ent bill to complete the readjustment. 

Since the Bureau of Efficiency is making a 
study of the fiscal relations between thé Dis- 
trict and the Federal Government it would be 
well not to press this question in the short 
session. If the District authorities go before 
Congress with any measure that is not definite- 
ly worked out and agreed upon, the short time 
allotted to District matters will be spent in 
debate and nothing will be accomplished. On 
the other hand, if the important measures con- 
cerning the District are presented without op- 
position, considerable needed legislation can 
be secured in spite of the busy session. 

Representative. Tilson, Republican floor 
leader, has made plain that no full days will 
be allotted to consideration of District affairs, 
but bills reported out by the District commit- 
tee will be taken up according to their im- 
portance. ' Several vital measures have already 
been reported out and await action of the 
House at the first period set aside for District 
business. They fnclude the Gravelly Point 
airport bill, the vagrancy bill, the diploma mill 
bill and several others. Every effort should 
be made to have early consideration of these 
measures On the floor. 

With the merger plans for Washington’s 
traction companies still in controversy, there 
is little hone of getting a merger -bill through 
the present session. In this case as in all 
others it is necessary to get a definite plan 
before Congress, and to minimize opposition 
as far as possible. District officials and others 
interested in local legislation should bear this 
in mind and press upon Congress only those 
measures which can be speedily enacted into 
law at the short session. 


LET IZZY GET BUSY. 


Izzy Einstein is after his old job. Recently 
he took the civil service examination for.dry 
agent but it will be some months, during which 
his record and references are looked into, be- 
fore he-leartis whether or not he is. to be ap- 
pointed.

Izzy, it will be remembered, was the leading 
half of the famous team, Izzy and Moe. Moe’s 
last name was Smith. Together the team con- 
ducted raid after raid, always under the pro- 
tection of plain or fancy disguises. A red- 
headed hod carrier would purchase beer in a 
corner saloon day after day, and finally he 
would whip off his wig, announce his identity, 
and make.an arrest. An immaculately garbed 
man-about+town would become the best. cus- 
tomer of a speakeasy and, lo and behold, it 
would be Izzy when it came time to make an 
arrest. Izzy and Moe roamed far and wide, 
arresting here and raiding there, until each 
honest speakeasy proprietor began to suspect 
everybody, and Izzy’s value as a dry agent 
was lost. 

Izzy and Moe were the sort of prohibition 
agents the public likes. They were no matter- 
of-fact individuals prosaically going about the 
task of destroying the stuff of dreams. ‘They 
were swashbuckling romanticists and born 
actors, hardboiled when the occasion de- 
manded, but accomplishing their end when- 
ever possible by cunning rather than by force. 
So long as prohibition remains on the statute 
books it might just as well be enforced with 
a smile. Izzy Einstein is one man who can 
make the public laugh while he is depriving 
it of-its liquid cheer, so, by all means, let him 
be reappointed. 


‘CUBAN SHIPPING RIVALRY. 


The United States Shipping Board is to be 
commended for the prompt action it has taken 
against the threat to Cuban-American shipping. 
Several weeks ago the Cunard Line announced 
that it would withdraw its 20,000-ton liner 
Caronia from transatlantic service during the 
winter months and put it on the New York- 
Havana run. On Friday Chairman T. V. 
O’Connor announced that the 14,000-ton 
United States liner President Roosevelt would 
be assigned to the Ward Line to be run in di- 
rect day-by-day competition with the Caronia.’ 

It is highly important to the future of the 
American merchant marine that the New York- 
Havana routes be kept free of foreign competi- 
tion. It may be that these routes can not prop- 
erly be regarded as: “‘coastwise,” but it is 
equally true that they are nothing less than 
peculiarly American trade routes. Only the 
United States and Cuba are interested parties. 
The Cunard Line does not contemplate enter- 
ing into this trade on a year-round basis. It 
it perfectly willing that United States liners 
shall serve Cuba during the lean months, and 
it wants only to come in during the peak sea- 
son to gather the cream of the trade. 

The Shipping Board's scheme to put the 


President Roosevelt in direct competition with 


e Caronia will have considerable effect upon 
Cunard ‘plans. The Roosevelt is 
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faster than the Caronia and. it is equally luxe: 


urious, It is likely that the President Roosevelt 
will become the preferred ship and that. the 
Caronia can not be operated at a profit, par- 
ticularly since the Shipping Board, with its 
$10,000,000 ‘‘fighting fund,’ intends to use 
the American ship as a direct weapon against 
the Cunarder. 

But what of the ships now operating in the 
Havana service? With two palatial ocean 
liners vying for public preference, the traffic 
available for the ships in all-year service be- 
tween New York and Havana will be reduced. 
As long as the Cunard Line persists in keep- 
ing the Caronia on the Havana run the Ship- 
ping Board will find it necessary to keep the 
President Roosevelt in competition, and the ex- 
isting lines will suffer. Obviously no perma- 
nent remedy can be had by meeting the British 
threat with an equally palatial American 
liner. 

Under the provisions of the Jones-White act 
the existing lines operating to Cuba have been 
granted mail contracts, and have agreed to 
maintain prescribed service during the contract 
period. Under the terms of their contracts 
they have agreed to build a certain amount of 
new tonnage of superior design, equipment, 
and speed. With two ocean liners competing 
with them, however, they may find it impos- 
sible to go through with present plans. Until 
the Cunard threat is definitely settled the fu- 
ture of the American lines operating to Cuba 
must be considered highly uncertain. It is up 
to Congress to authorize some action that will 
force the Cunard Line to remove the Caronia 
from this service, so that the Shipping Board 
can remove the President Roosevelt, leaving 
the trade to the vessels that ply all the year 
round. 


HOLIDAY MEETINGS. 
There was a time, not long ago, when the 
silence and the scientist 
seldom emerged from the obscurity of his 


scholar worked in 


laboratory. In those days the public knew 


nothing of the learning of the savants until 
they had been dead a sufficient length of time 
to justify appropriation of their findings by 
the universities; and the research of the sclen- 
tist seldom came to public attention until he 
had brought forth some popular invention. 

The present holiday period indicates how 
completely popular education has revolution- 
ized this. Instead of hoarding their knowl- 
edge to themselves, scientists, educators, men 
of letters, historians and leaders in many 
other branches of learning now meet regularly 
and discuss all that has been accomplished in 
their respective fields during each year. The 
holiday season is a popular time for such 
meetings. The American Philosophical Asso- 
ciation will meet in Philadelphia, the American 
Historical Association in Indianapolis; the 
Modern Language Association at Toronto, the 
American Psychological Association and the 
American Association for the Advancement of 
Science in New York. 

Technical papers will be read at these con- 
ventions experts representing the most 
modern thought. Practically all that has 
been accomplished in the fields of science and 
learning during the year will be brought out. 
Professors will carry the added knowledge 
back to their students in all parts of the coun- 
try; research workers will make use of it iu 
their laboratories. But the interest of the 
conventions will not be confined to scientific 
men or experts in other lines. Some of the 
best talent will be employed to translate the 
technical findings of science into popular lan- 
guage, and to interpret various new trends of 
thought. These addresses will be given wide 
distribution through press and radio, affording 
opportunity for laymen everywhere to keep in 
touch with the leading thought of their day. 

With membership in these scientific asso- 
ciations rapidly increasing and with ‘greater 
interest in research on the part of the public, 
the annual holiday conventions are coming to 
have an important influence on American 
education. They prove beneficial to the sclen- 
tist, to the savant and the public just as co- 
ordination of activities in the industries and 
business has proved beneficial. The greater 
enlightenment of the present age is only pos- 
sible because of the accumulated learning of 
the past and the research of the present, made 
available and intelligible to the public.

PRESERVING PATRIOTIC SHRINES. 


The Government is planning improvements 
for the preservation of the Lincoln Farm and 
Memorial near Hodgenville, Ky., and to better 
accommodate tourists who visit the historic 
place where Abraham Lincoln was born. Steps 
will be taken to preserve the memorable house, 
the highway leading to the farm will be im- 
proved and the land will be more adequately 
fenced and landscaped. The place is destined 
to become an accessible and beautiful shrine 
which will attract the attention of thousands 
of tourists each year, 

For the most part the Government is care- 
fully preserving its’ historic landmarks. But 
there are some historically famous places that 
have been neglected. It was recently reported, 
for example, that the graves of some of Wash- 
ington’s unknown soldiers who perished at 
Valley Forge are being used for parking space. 
If the report is true some action should be 
taken to convert the burial ground into a fit- 
ting memorial. 

A young nation with few potent traditions, 
the United States has often been dilatory in 
preserving sites of great historic interest. 
Many such places are now in the hands of 
private individuals who reap a large profit 
from a patriotic public. The ideals of the 
American people are intimately associated with 
many historic sites and relics and they should 
be public possessions wherever possible. Com- 
mercialization of places that should be na- 
tional memorials is not only unfair to the 
American people, but it tends to dissipate any 
patriotic sentiments associated with them. 

The Government should be commended for 
preserving the birthplace of Lincoln. It is to 
be hoped that attention will be given to other 
historic spots to save them from decay as well 
as exploitation by private profiteers,

“Winter, ruler of the inverted year,” 
as Cowper described it, adds to the 
hazards that confront man, says the 
South Bend Tribune. The toll taken 
by disease as a result of the drastic 
change in temperature to which man 
must adapt himself by adopting differ- 
ent modes of apparél and regulating 
housing conditions, not always with ~ 
intelligence, is perhaps the most ob- 
trusive of winter’s unpleasant features. 
However, the steady increase in the 
number of accidents in homes during 
the winter months also demands at- 
tention. 

Asphyxiation was formerly due in 
most cases to gas emitted by open 
grates, stoves or furnaces. Now deaths 
from carbon monoxide gas coming from 
automobiles are so numerous that as- 
phyxiation fatalities reach new peaks 
each year. Fires exact their toll of 
human life now as they always did, 
though improvement is noted as fire- 
proof construction and refinements in 
heating equipment win wider adoption. 

Thus vigilance has to be exercised 
more in winter than in other seasons. 
The careless citizen carries a double 
load when winter comes. Carelessness 
is responsible for the great majority 
of all accidents whether they occur in 
summer or in winter. The asphyxila- 
tlons that result from running auto- 
mobile engines in closed garages or 
napping in automobiles with all win- 
dows closed are payments -for ignorance 
of a simple rule for safety ‘that has 


been made public time and again, Al- 
ways be careful; and be doubly careful 


in winter.

Akron, Ohio, Dec, 25 (A.P.).—Six per;

FEW TRADE FIELDS LAG 


New York, Dec. 25 (A.P.).—Industrial 
and commercial activity was slightly 
higher in 1928 than in 1927, but except 
for a few months in the last half was 
little, if any, above the normal annuel 
rate of expansion of general business, 
the conference of statisticlans in in- 
dustry reported today in its first 
monthly statement. The automobile 
and building industries, with the 
stock exchange, seem to have been the 
leading factors of business. 

The conference, organized by the 
National Industrial Conference Board. 
is camposed of statisticians and econ- 
Omists of industrial and trade otgan- 
izations and leading corporations re- 
presenting about 30 major industries 
It intends, through study 2f availahtc 
business statistics and their evaluation 
in the light of practical industrial 
experience, to make public monthly 
~ improved statistical analysis an‘? 
fnterpretation of -current business 
conditions. 

The first report states that business 
in the United States during 1928 os a 
whole was reasonably good and excel- 
lent in the majority of fields but un- 
satisfactory in others. Current momen- 
tum is expected to sustain general 
business activity at a fairly high level 
through the first quarter of 192%. 


Manofacturing and Mining. 


.Total manufacturing and mining 
production of 1928 is estimated to ex- 
ceed that of 1927 by about the normal 
amnual increase of 4 per cent. Month- 
ly average of manufacturing production 
wes about 5 per cent higher, due chiefly 
to increased output of iron and steel, 
motor cars, tires, petroleum products, 
cement, brick, glass, copper and tobacco" 
products. Textiles, food products, 
leather, shoes, lumber, paper, coal, coke, 
orude petroleum, zinc and lead either 
a behind or showed decreased produc- 

en. 

Industrial consumption of electric 
Power was estimated at 6 to 8 per cent 
higher than in 1927. Distribution of 
goods by railroads was on the whole 
smaller than in 1927, although the last 
weeks of the year brought an improve- 
ment in car loadings and freight move- 
ment. Stocks of commodities ran about 
the same on the average as in 1927, 
with a slight tendency shown toward 
increased forward buying, especially in 
eotton textiles.

yo but still below those of 1926 and not 
r above the average for 1921]. 


Wholesale Trade Turns Upward. 


Wholesale trade showed little change 
until the last quarter, when there was 
@ marked upward trend. Business of 
mail order houses and most types of 
chain stores showed marked increases, 
due im large part to. growth tn the 
number of distributing units. A mod- 
erate increase in general retail} trade 
was noticed. 

Enormous growth tn security trans- 
actions, particularly during recent 
months, was held responsible for the 
fact that general bustness and finan- 
transactions, as measured . by 
checks drawn and cashed on member 
banks of the Federal Reserve System, 
ran ahead of 1927 by more than the 
normal increase.

Papers at American Society 
Conclave to Be Scanned 
for Discoveries. 


2,000 TALKS FORECAST 


New York, Dec. 25 (A.P.).—Scientists 
from all over the United States and 
Canada will gather here tomorrow for 
a meeting forecast as the largest con- 
ference of scientists in the world, the 


annual convention of the American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science. 

The sessions open tomorrow night 
and continue through New “Year's 
night. Forty-five scientific societies, 
their subjects ranging from home 
building and ancient tombs to chemis- 
try and endocrine glands, will partici- 
pate in the meeting. 

The American Association member- 
ship is composed of a great number of 
college, university and school scien- 
tists. Their field is “pure science,” 
that is, research for the sake of dis- 
covery alone, regardless of the immed- 
late financial] benefit. or even of the 
immediate © usefulness. Nevertheless, 
their work is the foundation upon 
which in the past two decades an 
amazing world of applied scientific im- 
provements has been erected, and they 
are the principal trainers, through 
their profession as teachers of the 
American scientists of the future. 

The papers to be delivered are not 
yet all on hand, but advance estimates 
place them at upward of 2,000. Most 
of them are on technical subjects. 
Each year these papers are scanned a 
little breathlessly because among thera 
may be another important scientific 
discovery. Recognizing this interest, 
the association makes an annual award 
for an “outstanding” paper, carefully 
refraining from calling it the most im- 
portant paper, on the ground that the 
significance of the most Important 
paper may not be recognized for sev- 
eral years.

Weissmuller, 
Swimmer, to 


Turn Pro 


World Record Holder 
and Olympic Star 
Goes on Stage. 


Last Amateur Com- 
petition Next Week, 
He Announces. 


HICAGO, Dec. 25 (A.P.).—Johnny 

Weissmuller, one of the greatest 

Swimmers of all time anc holder 
of most of the world’s free style per- 
formances, will turn professional after 
January 3, the Illinois Athletic Clubs, 
whose colors the aquatic star wears, 
announced tonight. 

Weissmuller will compete as an ama- 
teur for the last time in the twenty- 
second annual Cook County interscho- 
lastic swimming championships at the 
I. A. C. pool here on that date, the club 
announcement said. 

Weissmuller’s abdication of the 
throne he holds, undisputed, in inter- 
national swimming ranks was made 
known in a letter to W. G. Uffendell, 
chairman of the club’s athletic com- 
_ mittee. 

“Iam getting to an age where 1 must 
look to the future and try to earn some 
money, something an athlete in con- 
stant training finds hard to do, and 60 
it is with a great deal of regret that I 
take this step,” he wrote. 

The swimmer gave no indication of 
his plans for the future in the letter, 
but friends said he expected to go into 
theatrical work with a swim act that 
would necessitate forfeiture of his ama- 
teur status. 


Weissmuller represented the 
United States twice at the Olympic 
games, and each time a record fell. 
In Paris in 1924 he won two in- 
dividual events and swam with the 
winning relay team. This year at 
Amsterdam he won one event, 
swam on the winning relay team 
and played with the water polo 
team. 


Coach William Bachrach, of the I. A. 
C., said today Weissmuller had never 
lost a free style race, a record he said 
could not be equalled by any swimmer 
in the world. His greatest performance, 
, perhaps, was the stroking of 100 yards 
in a 60-foot pool in 49 4-5 seconds. 

Johnhy was given a tryout in the 
I A. C. pool in October, 1920, and Bach- 
rach handed him a membership card 
on the spot. The coach kept his pro- 
tege under cover for nearly a year. 
Then, in August, 1921, Weissmuller en- 
tered his first meet and forthwith 
broke a world’s record. 

When his team needed a first plase 
in the half-mile swim to win the na- 
tional A. A. U. meet at Honolulu, Weiss- 
muller turned the trick single-handed 
and untrained. Bachracr recalled the 
feat today. 

“Our team had to have a first in the 
880-yard swim to win the meet,” he re- 
Jated. “That is outside of Johnny’s 
regular line and he had done no train- 
ing for the distance. No team mate 
had a chance to win it, and although 
he had already been through his regular 
gtrenuous racing program, Johnny 
‘plunged in and won the half-mile title 
in world’s record time.” 

The retiring champion is not yet 25.

PILGRIMS GO TO GROTTO 


Bethlehem, Palestine, Dec. 25 (A.P.), 
This little town of the Nativity was 
the scene of impressive services last 
hight as thousands of tourists and 
natives visited it to participate in 
solemn Christmas celebrations, 

Hundreds of automobiles, their head- 
lights making one great shaft of ight, 
biocked the road over a great distancé. 

At the Church of the Nativity the 
heads of the Bethlehem municipality 
and other prominent persons, headed * 
by choir boys, intoned hymns for two 
hours and then followed in procession 
to the grotto, while along the steps 
and walls black-robed nuns knelt In 
silent prayer. After ceremonies at the 
grotto by the patriarch the procession 
left the grotto by the opposite side. 

The neighboring Franciscan Church 
was packed with crowds from the late 
afternoon. At midnight the Latin 
patriarch, clad in a purple robe, en- 
tered the Franciscan Church and cele- 
brated holy mass in the presence of 
the governor of Jerusalem and the 
consuls of the Catholic powers, remaine- 
ing in prayer until this morning, when 
a new pontificial mass was begun.

Suspect Taken on Tip

District Detective Is Sent to Chicago for Man Wanted 
Here in $2,400 Holdup; Tips 
Lead to Capture. 


Headquarters Detective Sergeant 
Thomas F, Sweeney early this morning 
was on his way to Chicago to bring back 
to Washington Elmo Williams, alias 
Warren and also known as M. F. Gris- 
son, wanted here in connection with 
the theft of $2,400 from the manager 
of the Earle Theater, October 29. 

Williams, known,gto Florida police, 
was arrested in CHicago Monday night. 
Although details of his arrest were not 
furnished here, information received 
from Chicago by Inspector Henry G. 
Pratt, chief of detectives, and certain 
“tips” which have been in the hands of 
local detectives since the hold-up and 
robbery was committed, warranted the 
sending of a man to the Windy City to 
bring the suspect back, Pratt said yes- 
terday. 

Pratt added that Detectives H. K. 
Wilson and Oscar Mansfield traced the 
robber to Pittsburgh, where it was 
learned that his home was in Tampa, 
Fla. Policeman James E. Kenny, of 


the Thirteenth Precinct, obtained in- 
formation which led to Williams’ arrest, 
when he discovered the automobile 
number of a person who left Washing- 
ton in a car shortly after the robbery 

The robbery occurred about 10:30 
o’clock on the morning of October 29, 
as Harry E. Lohmeyer, the manager, 
walked into his office. Despite the 
fact that a score or more of patrons 
were standing in the lobby, the bandit 
followed him. Then, as he attracted 
the attention of Lohmeyer and of 
Wayne Birdsell, an employe, displayed 
a pistol and demanded that the week- 
end’s receipts be given to him. 

With Birdsell cowered in a corner, 
the robber, a dapper young man, un- 
masked, forced Lohmeyer to give him 
the week-end receipts from the safe.

M. E. Rhodes Victim 
Of Septic Poisoning 


U.S. Comptroller’s Assistant 
and Former Member of 


Congress Dies Here. 

Marion Edward Rhodes, assistant to 
the Comptroller General of the United 
States Treasury and former member of 
Congress, died yesterday afternoon at 
George Washington University Hospital. 
Anemia and septic poisoning from in- 
fected teeth were said to have been re- 
sponsible. Transfusions of blood, re- 
sorted to by physicians in a final effort 
to save his life, proved ineffectual. 

Rhodes was a native of Missouri and 
had lived there practically all his life 
excepting the period during his terms 
in Congress and during his work as as- 
sistant comptroller. He was educated 
in the public schools and Missourt 
academies, later earning a degree. of 
bachelor of science at Stanberry Col- 
lege. He taught school for a time, be- 
ing principal of Potosi Public School 
for three years. While living at Potosi 
he read law and was admitted to the 
bar. His legal career culminated with 
his service as a member of the: Mis- 
sourit Supreme Court. 

He married Miss Annie Davidson, of 
Potosi, in 1896 and ‘she ‘and a. son, 
Marion Benjamin Rhodes, survive. They 
live here at the Bancroft Hotel, 

It is expected that the body will be 
taken to Potosi for interment. 

Mr, Rhodes was appointed assistant 


comptroller by President ‘Harding ‘and.

NEW ST. STEPHEN'S 


CHURCH DEDICATED 
BY BISHOP FREEMAN 


Gothic Structure at Center 
and Sixteenth Streets 
ls Consecrated. 


FEATURE IS UNVEILING 
OF WORKERS’ WINDOW. 


Rev. Dr. George Fiske Dudley, 
Rector, Tells of Planning 
Climaxed by Event. 


The beautiful sixteenth century Gothic 
Church of St. Stephen’s and the In- 
carnation, at Sixteenth and Center 
streets northwest, was dedicated by the 
Right Rev. James E. Freeman, D. D. 
Bishop of Washington, and used for 
the first time at an inspiring Christmas 
service yesterday morning. 

In addition to the formal qedication 
of the church and parish hall, Bishop 
Freeman dedicated a workmen's win- 
dow, portraying the boy Christ in Jo- 
seph’s carpenter shop. The window 
was presented to St. Stephen’s and In- 
carnation parish by the workmen and 
contractors who built the church. A 
special section of the church was re- 
served for them yesterday morning, and 
many of the donors were present to see 
the dedication of their window. The 
altar and interior of the church were 
beautifully decorated in Christmas 
greens. 


The service of dedication and the 
gospel for the day were read by Bishop 
Freeman. The remainder of the serv- 
ice was read by the Rev. Dr. George 
Fiske Dudley, rector of St. Stephen's 


and Incarnation parish, while the Rev. 
Raymond L. Wolven, chaplain to the 
bishop, read the Christmas epistle. 

In his sermon, which was prefaced 
with congratulations to the rector and 
people of St. Stephen’s and Incarnation 
parish on their new buildings, Bishop 
Freeman expressed his pleasure in par- 


ticipating in the first service in the 
church. 


Workmen’s Window Unveiled, 


He spoke of the unique {fncident of 
the workmen’s window and said that 
it carried one back to the Middle Ages 
when workmen consecrated their time 
and talents to cathedral and church 
bullding and took great interest in the 
undertakings. 

The bishop called the new church @ 
great Christmas gift to the entire dio- 
cese of Washington and pointed out it 
was strategically placed on a great 
thoroughfare, Sixteenth street. He pre- 
dicted that it would be a real power 
for good to the community. 

“This Christmas Day,” said the bish- 
op, “marks a new era in the life of the 
parish and it is also a momentous day 
in the diocese of Washington. The 
building of the new church marks a 
new. period in the life of St. Stephen 
and Incarnation Parish and with its 
opening the parish assumes great re- 
sponsibilities for the spiritual well-be- 
ing of the men, women and young 
people who come within the influence 
of its ministrations.” 

He said that the Christian church is 
indispensable to the community in 
which it stands, more than any other 
institution, and that in the building 
of a city, state or nation the influence 
of Christianity is paramount. 


“Must “Serve Community.” 


“The church must adapt itself to 
twentieth century needs,” continued 
Bishop Freeman. “It must know the 
age in which it lives and, while it can 
not relax in dignity or in ordered wor- 
Ship, yet it must use every consistent 
agency to reach the community.” He 
cited the new parish hall and the so- 
cial and recreationa] facilities it pro- 
vides for the young people of the par- 
ish. In conclusion, the bishop said the 
new St. Stephen and Incarnation 
Church must lead every individual con- 
nected with it to reconsecration to the 
high ideals for which the church 
stands. 

The Rev. Dr. Dudley, rector of the 
parish, gave a brief address, thanking 
all who had participated in the build- 
ing and project in any way. He re- 
traced the steps the parish had taken 
in his rectorship and said that the 
day marked the culmination of the 
dreams of the people for a new place 
of worship. 


Rector Praises Design. 


He said that the architect, Robert 
Tappan, of Forest Hills,, Long Island, 
had given a wholly satisfactory design 
which the contractors had executed in 
“the best possible way, from roof to 
foundation.” The rector also acknowl- 
edged the labors of the building com- 
mittee of the parish and the chairman, 
Mr. George B. Selden, 

«The history of St. Stephen’s parish 
-datés .back to 1883, Dr. Dudley has 
been its rector since 1893. 

The first step toward the church 
which ,opened yesterday was taken in 
June of 1923, when ‘the present site of 
the new church and parish hall was 
purchased. In May of this year the 
sale of the old ‘church’ property at 
3017 Fourteenth street northwest was 
consummated:and the work on the new 
structure was begun. On May 24 the 
rector, Dr. Dudley, started the steam 
shovel which dug up the first earth. 
The corner stones of the church and 
the chapel were laid by Bishcp Free- 
man July 5 and the construction of 
the new edifice was completed in rec- 
ord time. 


J. R. Smith Wins Prize 
Of Harmon Foundation 


New. York, Dec. 25 (A.P.).—J, Rus- 
sell Smith, professor of economic 
geography at Columbia University, and 
writer. of books,on commerce and in- 
dustry, was today granted a gold medal 
and; $500 by the Harmon Foundation 
for being “the author of an article of 
signal benefit in stimulating construc- 
tive public opinion in social or jndus- 
trial fields.” 

The award to Prof. Smith was based 
on his article, “Plan or Perish,” pub- 
lished in the Survey Graphic of July, 
1927, in. which he discussed the situa- 
tion in the Mississippi Valley leading ~ 
up to the flood disaster and offered a 
workable plan for the control of a . 
great river at high water.
